SORGHUM SWINDLE. 

How Kansas Farmers Kncourage Home 
Industry— Sharp Practice By 
Hchemcrs. 

Kansas Citv, Dec. 10.— A Journal 
Toi^eka, Kan., special says: A swimlle 
of gigantic proportions has heen perpe- 
trated upon tho farmers of at least two 
counties in this state, and it is feared 
may ho found to be even more far- 
reaching. Tho amount involved aggre- 
gates over $150,000. - The Americon 
Sugar tlonipany of Kansas, was char- 
tered about a year ago. Tho agents 
.built a 031 to muiiufacturo sugar from 
sofghum At Mead Centre, when the 
company proposed tihat the different 
townships should vote bonds to it for 
the extension of its works. 

The farmers fell in with the plans 
readily, and bonds to . the amount of 
S90,000 were voted, and the scrip turn- 
ed over to the company. ; At Ashland, 
Clark county the same plaii ' 'mis pur- 
sued and bonds to the amount of $18,- 
000 voted, it IS believed one or two 
other western counties were ' also in- 
duced to vot-e bonds. Two of the em- 
ployes in the Mead Center mill suspect- 
ed sharp practice. They investigated 
and reported to the authorities here 
that the manager hod mixed pure sugar 
with the sorghum syrup from a small 
cane product. The residents of two 
towiiships^ln Mead county compelled 
the inaiugerto destroy tho bonds. The 
bonds of other townships had boeii nego- 
tiated. 



THE CASCADE STRIKE- 

No Chance In the .Situation — Striken 
Charged With Blot. 

ICi.i.KssuuKd, Doc. 10. — Not a single 
train has gove over this division during 
tha past twenty-eight hours. One train 
did pass here to-day without stopping, 
but when it had reached a point about 
two miles from this city it ran over a 
torpedo, such as , construction nien place 
on the rails to give wamingv'of-; danger. 
This brought the, train to a stand-still 
immediately. Afterward it was ascer- 
tained that a hupiber of coupling pins 
had been pulled out and thrown away. 
This caused the train to be backed up 
to the station, where it now remains. 
.Strange to say, none of the trainmen 
were witnesses of the pin-imlling opera- 
tion. Sheriff Brown, being notitietl of 
wliat hud occurred, offered to furnish an 

nicd guard for the train, but Superin- 
tendent Prowell did not care to run any 
risks. A dozen of the strikers were ar- 
rested yesterday on a charge of con- 
spiracy or riot, growing out of the 
spiking of a switch Sunday night. They 
were to have had a hearing this after- 
noon before a justice of the peace, but a 
continuance was ordered until to-mor- 
row morning by the judge.

Col. I'lioi- uliouUl not havu Ijoeii ioi ced 
to go to Ottawa. The rcpi t'seutaliona 
sent by the Prcaidout of the Board of 
Trade,, , Col. Prior and Mr. Kark 
were quite salfioieat to have conviiiouii 
the .liovebl'ujent tliut the Ordir in 
Council WBS'aot Viial the leaiilcnts ol 
Victoria wanted, and tlial iU enfoicf- 
nieiit would do seiiini.s injury to tliu 
trade of tlie port. Tliey were not 
allowed to reniniii long under a faliiu 
impression on 'the sdbject. The pro- 
tosta and rciuoiiatranoca scut from \'ic 
loria lo tbu .Miniater of Cu.stonis wen 
mmiuious enough aiiil unipluitie enough 
to couvincc hiui tliiil the Uider in Coun- 
cil was uot wlnil tliu Board of Trade 
had inteudtid to ask for and not what 
was wanted. Why he did not at onco 
comply willi tlio urgent recjuests of lead- 
ing men liero i.-i a niy.stery. The Order 
was gniiited al tiieir reijue.st and when 
it WiUi found tliul it was niihuiiderstooil 
it is diUieult to nudevalaml why it w 
not modified in suck a way, a^ to meet 
their wishes. It would' surely be no 
sucritiee of.digiiity on the jmrt of the

its resolution uiit'ortuiiidely. 'I'hi.s is 
wlial they have done and wluil il aj)- 
pears tliey are dtlei mined to ihi, f..r 
Col. I'rioi- would uot have, at a great 
iucouveiiieiiee td'^hiinself,^ .'taken the 
long journey 10 'Ottawa if he had any 
reasou to believe that the Qovernmeut 
intended lo suspend thci'Ordilriais far ai| 
the conveyance of Canadian goods \i\ 
American vessels fruni Tacoma' to Vic- 
toria is concerned. 

We iliil hoiie lliut when the Coveml 
ineut had been convinced tliat inter, 
fereiicewith tlie buslneaSi done by the 
Sound boats was injurious to' the trade 
iuterosta of this city, they would quietly 
rescind the Order and permit trade to 
take tlic cour.se it has followed for so 
long a time willi liaiiii to none and heiie- 
lit to all. But it appears that we 
were mistaken. We ore sorry that w t 
were, because the Government in pur- 
suing ihe course it hos taken is not only 
iidlicLing an injury upon Victoria, but 
it Ih liiirtini,' itself. The .Minister of 
Curttoius ciiuld not have taken a 
more utt'ectnal way to make the 
Governmeiit'onpopular in this eity than 
to expose its merchants to annoyance 
aud loss by pLicing obstacles in the way 
of the freest intercourse between it and 
ihe . Sound piiitH. The interfeicnce of 
llie I lov.'iiiiiH 111 in Ibis matter is direct, 
it ia felt by nearly every one, and all 
regard it as wholly unnece.s.sary. The 
Qoveriument, they believe, are hurting 
thena for no earthly purpose without it 
is to bring a little more grist to the Can- 
adian I'acilic mill. They le^'iird tlic 
(JnliT lii-l oniicil a - a kind ,,f eon-rive 
nieusure intended Ic loi.:o thcan lo use 
the Canadian I'aeilie u lh'thcr they con- 
sider it to their ailvanlagu lo do so or 
not. . Th»> extraordinary promptne-s 
with which tlio iSovorninont gave tin 
Hoard of Trade a great deal more than

COMICAL COMPUTATION. . 

We see that the Monthly Review 
publi.shed by the Vancouver branch of 
the Young Men's Chrislian Association 
repeats the slalement that llie popula- 
lation of Victoria is l4,()tX) while that of 
Vancouver is 16,000. It mentions the 
fact that thb statomeut as regards Van- 
couver is questioned by the newspapers 
(jf this city, but it does not begin to at- 
tempt to prove that it ia accurate. It 
merely reiterates its assertion. It does, 
however, givt: the publiu an inkling as 
to the manner in which it made its 
iiitimate. It a^ys : 

"Referring tdthe report of the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade we 
liiul he (ir.otes the population of 
Vancouver in July, 1888, at 
■/,OtX). .Seven months after, January, 
1 8SU, he reports 11,000, thus showing 
im increase of tilMK). .Seven inonUis 
after September, ISS'.I, in making our 
report for the K.xeoulive Ci>mniitteo of 
the Paeitic Northwest Associations we 
eporte J 15,000, » gain of another -\,000. " 

This ia the Christian young meii's 
node of computation : Because the 
secretary of the Board of Trade who, 
perhaps,! is one of the ungodiyi guessed 
that between July and Jahuat-y the 
|iopulatioii of Vancouver had increased 
1,000, the editiu' of the organ of the 
1 bristiiin young men, who is supposed 
lo tell the truth, guessed that another 
1,000 was added to tlie population of 
that city between September aud Janu- 
ary. This makes 8,000 in fourteen 
months. According to this mode of 
reckoning the population of the greatly 
lioomed city will be 19,IK)0 in A|)ril 
next. 

There are aoinc ijoople — but they are 
not Christian young men — who when 
they tell a lie stick to it. When ac- 
cused of violating the truth they brazen 
it out and say to tbo.se who doubt their 
word, "If you don't believe what we 
siiy, smell our breath." The editor of 
the y. M. G. A, Riaview is not quite so 
smart cts this, but he conies very near 
it. In booming Vancouver ho confesses 
he follows the example of the secretary 
of the lluard of Tra.le, and then tell,-^ 
the person wl.o asks him for proof of 
llie stalibties which be gave ollicially to 
the Xorthwcst Associatian that, "if he 
doubts the truth of the estimate be can 
come to Vancouver' and count noses. 
All of which goes to show that the Cliris- 
lian editor's regard for truth when he is 
lein)ilcd to boom Vanconvor is not to be 
implicitly relied upon. People will, 
■iftcr this, know what reliance to place 
on the figures they see in the Youn, 
Men's Christian Association Year Book. 



EXTREME PARTISANSHIP. 

The Torontb Globe is, 'pbrhaps, the 
most unscnipulous party paper on the 

eontiiient. In the discussion of public 
(juestions il never loses sight of what it 
considers the iiiti-rest of jiarty. It evi 
deiitly believes tliat it would be dis 
loyal to the interests of the Liberal 
party if it gave an opponent credit for 
the possession of a single virtue, or 
if it ndinitted that he wu 
tuateil by any exeeiil the 
wnrst ])iissiljle motives. One would 
(liinlv that if mere was oiu- (|nestion 
which even the inosL rabid and Ihe most 
iiuprinoipled of partisans would discuss 
temperately and judiciously it would be 
the manner in which the Miiust?r of 
Justice ailvises the ( iovernor-t !enera! 
with respect to the I'Xcreise of the pre 
lOjjative of pariliin. 

There is hardly any one so uneliarit 
able as to suppose that the .Minister of 
Jtlstice ^11 hot naturally lean to the 
side of mercy. Tliere, are very few men 
so constituted that they will take t 
pleasure in seeing the death penalty in 
flicted. .Most men when they are in ; 
position of power will lean to the side of 
mercy as far as their conscience am 
their sense of duty permit. Judges and 
jtiries are very unwilling to convict the 
crimiiittl accused of a capital ofTeiice. 
They give the prisoner the advantage of 
every doubt. They I'aii he only 
brought to convict when the evi 
denci; is so clear and so eon 
vincing as to exclutle the possibilily of i 
doubt. Is it to be supposed that the 
Minister of Jtistice is in this respect 
JifTerent from the great majority of bis 
fellowmen. Would he not rather par- 
don than eonlirm conviction Doi's 1 
not do violence to his fec-lings when be 
advises that ihc law lake its course'; 
Does he not regret tliat his oath of office, 
liis regard for duty, his conviction of 
what is due to sncicty, and the eoni:lu- 
sion to w liicli lie is compelled aftei- giv- 
iiig I he evidence tlic most careful eon- 
sidcration, i;oiist rain liiiii to deny the 
petitions of those w ho beg for pardon or 
a commutation of sentence ? Of course 
ho does. There is no reason to believe 
that his heart is less tender than those 
of the great majority of his fellow- 
eountiymen. 

it is only re.isoiiable to iiresiiiiie, 
then, thai the .Minister of. lustice, when 
il is bis iliity to coiisiiler whether or 
not the prerogative of pardon shall he 
exercised in any particular case, enters 
upon the enquiry with the dis- 
position to be as merciful to 
the condenineil man as bis reason iiiid 
bis conscience u'ill iicniiit. It is also 
rc;i~.. liable lo l olicliidc ibal u lien he de- 
cides lo allow the law lo take its course 
he does so reluotuntly and witli pain. 

But the Toronto Gloho in discussing 
the Harvey case does not give Sir John 
Thomson credit for possessing cither a 
bean or a eonsciencc:. It assumes thiit 
bis kiin\vlc,I;^c of the law is defective 
aud thai his judgment is unsound. 
It says that "Sir John Thompson un- 
questionably seemed to manifest a do- 
sire to be iinniereiful," and il h ies with 
malignant ingeiiuily lo convey the im- 
pri's i.m that be i.s too unfeeliiiL; and too 
cruel to occupy (be position of legal ad- 
viser to the lioveriior-licnural. Its in- 
sinuations arc, in fact, simply mon- 
strous. 

NVhat weight sbonhl be givon to those 
utteiiinees whieli the Clolio would have 
lis read. us believe lo be judicial? Is the 
Clobe's csliiiiale of the character of a 
political opponent reliable '/ la it able 
to rend tho heart and to weigh the 
motives of tlio Minister of Justice or of 
,iny one el.ie'i' If it does not possess this 
power I wo-tliirds of what it says ohout 
that ollieial is nol worthy of the slight, 
est allenlion. 

Is, wo ask, tlui Clobe's knowledge of 
law ut all comparable to that of the 



Minlster.ofc Justice. > Is it likely that it 
could preva.U .'upon any lawyer of 
repute to' write in the rechlcaa way 
in whinh that article is written? lb the 
Globe likely to be as well acquainted 
with tlie facts of the case as .Sir John 
IMiompson? If it is, is it as cmnpotent 
Lo consider thein as tho Minister, and 
to arrive at a sound decision? Are the 
rambling remarks of an irrospoiisihle 
writer, whoso evident object is to biiiig 
llie .Minister of .liislicu into disrepute, 
as worthy of any rellectiiig man's respect 
as the 'irail-'o^fidered judgement of uii 
ible and conscientious lawyer who was 
well aware of the importance of the 
duty he ^vas c^Ued upon to perform and 
who no doubt felt the weight of the 
lesponsibilily that devolved iqxm him'; 
ICvery impartial num must see that the 
decision of the Minis'te'rU, entitled to In- 
linitely more weight" than the conclusion 
lo which the Globe has jumped. Wo 
lo not wish it to be thought that wo 
regard the Minister of .Tustiee as infall" 
ible. It is quite possible thai he may 
liavc erred in judgment, but we do con- 
lidently kssert that the people of Canada 
are warranted in believing that his de- 
cision was the result of the most careful 
:uid searching enquiry, and that he did 
nol allow Ilia jmlgmeiit to be swayed by 
any unworthy consideialioii. In short, 
iluit the bonclusion at which ho arrived 
after duo deliberotion waa tlmt of a 
lawyer of miiqh .more,; .tluui ordinary 
ability, and of u high-minded and. con- 
scientious citizen.

The UetbodiBti of Victoria Propose to 
Erect » Haenlflcoat Tediple. 

With this number of The Colon-sj; 
is presented a lithograpliio view of the 
handsome new edifice which the congre- 
gation of the Pandora Street Metliodist 
Church propose to shortly erect on 
Quadra street, east side, with side 
friuitagos on both Johnson and Pandora 
streets. The view is taken from the 
plans, which are now complete, and 
which in the main features uro similar 
to those of the Sherbourne street 
church, Toronto.

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

To THE Editor:— I was glad to notice 
at the nioiithly nieotiug of the school 
trustees, held on Monday lost, that the 
ipiestioD of coqiorul punishment was 
brought ollicially before the trustees' 
notice. 

A great deal has nlreaily been saiil 
M itli respect to the practice of eor|ioi al 
puniahineut in the public fcliools ol our 
|irovince, but the deoision arrived at by 
I he Hchool trustees at the meeting in 
(jucstion can leave no doubt that reforiu 
is especially needed in our ward schools 
in this respect. There should certainly 
be no necessity for repeated eoinpliiints 
to be made to the lioanl, iis stated by 
Tru.stee I'askine at the meeting, in 
order to .satisfy tlie board that tho con- 
duct of the ward school teacher referred 
to al the meeting should not continue. 
The whipping propensities of this 
teacher liiis been the subject of coni- 
plaiiit on a former occasion, when in 
charge of another nanl school, and il is 
to be hoped, therefore, that the time 
has now come when stcjis will be taken 
by the proper anthorilies to prevent 
a repetition of this reprehensible con- 
duct, agninst which, as parents it he 
hixives us lo protect our younger chil- 
dren attending the ward schools. 

Ualdwin says in the "Art of iScliool 
.Maiiageiiieiit," that in the ideal school, 
tiinglit by the ideal teiichcr. ".-ii jioial 
piinisliinent is not iieee.ssary. In tli 
average school, taught by the average 
teacher, it nmy bo necessary. In all 
schools those teachers who seldom or 
never resorl to corporal puuishment 
slioiihl he held in the highest esteem. 
'I'hey have learned the art of governing 
through nobler motives. 

In conclusion I must mention the 
practical teachings of both Spencer and 
lialdwiii, who state that savugcness be- 
gets savageness.
